: : 
The following Japanese officlal re; orts of the. 
battle of Plng:yang, which we take our 
Japan exchanges, show that the first reports of 


‘the engagement were the grossly exaggerated 


varourings ‘of Interested Jepanese war corres- 
pondents who have but little, if any, regard for 
the truth :— : ; 

The Tokyo Asahi publishes the fallowing 
telegrams, recelved at the Principal Head- 
quarters at Hiroshima ; 

Ko YANG, 3.45 a.m, September 17th. 

The column under Colone! Sato, which started 
‘from Yuensan, advanced toward Ping-yang by 
way of Son-chhon; the column of General 
Tachim{ advanced from San-nyong, by way of 
Bok-den-ten ; the Brigade of General Oshima 
by the Icho road, and the main body, under 
General Nozu, crossed the river Tal-dong, 
marched along the northern bank of the river 
‘and invested Ping-yang ‘on the rsth, General 
Oshima reported that the greater part of the 
enemy’s forces were quartered within the city 
of Ping-yang and on.tts left and right banks, a 
amall portion being stationed at Sen-kyo-rl on the 
northern bank of the river Tal-dong, over which 
a bridge was constructed. 

Judging from discoverles made after the 


‘fighting, the number of cannon possessed by the |‘ 


enemy appears to have been only about twenty, 
The Koreans believed the strength.ofthe enemy 
at Ping-yang to be about 40,000, “The march of 
the main body of the Japanese army was a little 
delayed in consequence of crossing the river. In 
the attack on the 15th, the maln body killed or 
wounded about 100 cavalry of the enemy. The 
attack on this day was not satlsfactory, The 
atteck was renewed on the r6th at daylight. 
Six Japanese officers were killed and 32 or 13 
wounded and over 300 non-commissioned officers 
and men were either killed or wounded In the 
column of General Oshima, Ammunition ran 
short, and this obliged the column to suspend 
firing. But in the meantime the attack from 
all other directions proved successful, and by 
about 8 am. Plng-yang was taken. General 
Su-Ho-kl, Commander-in-Chlef, and ather 
Chinese officers were either killed, wounded or 
captured, together with fmmense’ stores of 
ammuntion and provisions. i

The Commander of the 5th -Diviston 
despatched a detachmect northward ‘yesterday

The 
common prople, especially the Manchu common 
people, a8 represented by the soldiers, have had 
an oppo:tunity of showing their usually disguised 
hatred “of the foreigner. I suppose the bigh 
offictals don't love the foreigner ; but they have 
some knowledge as to the danger connected 
with any active expression of that hatred, The 
common p-ople entertain the hatred and are 
destitute of this wholesome knowledge. The 
action up to the present of our Governor-General 
has been most praiseworthy, {0 regard to every 
case of mischlef by soldiers laid before him. 1 
regret to say that the Manchu soldiers did not 
satisfy themselves with wreaking thelr wrath 
agalost the foreigner, They are accused of end- 
lous attacks upon and cot afew murders of the 
people on thelr line of route, I have heard no
